The closing of Missouri schools 
for the summer vacation period 
will mean an increase in traf­ 
fic dangers for children, the 
State Highway Patrol warned to­ 
day. 
June, July and August will be 
extremely dangerous for school 
age children unless all drivers 
use extra caution, the Patrol 
Superintendent stated. Colonel 
Hugh . Waggoner said, “Our 
records show that during the 
three months school vacation 
period in 1962 a total of 36 young 
people between the ages of five 
through 17 were killed in traf­ 
fic accidents. Thirty of the num­ 
ber lost their lives in rural ar­ 
eas of the state, outside cities 
with more than 10,000 popula­ 
tion, and six were killed on 
city streets.” 
Patrol records show the death 
toll of school children during 
the summer last year included 
seven drivers, 17 passengers in 
motor vehicles, nine pedestrians 
and three bicycle riders. 
Three of the young traffic vic­ 
tims last summer were drivers 
less than 16 years old. The 
youngest driver killed was omy 
32. He lost his life while opc - 
ating a homemade go - kart. 
While attempting to maxe a 
sharp turn the child lost control 
of the vehicle and crashed into 
a parked car. A 15 year old 
driver was killed when a truck 
he was driving crashed into an 
automobie at an intersection. 
The truck was demolished and 
the automobile, driven by 
a 
minister, sustained over $2,000 
damages. The third underage 
driver was 14 years old. He 
was operating a farm tractor 
on a state highway which is 
not forbidden by Missouri traf­ 
fic regulations. He was killed 
instantly when the tractor went 
out of control and overturned. 
Five 0f the nine young pedes­ 
trians killed last summer lost 
their lives in rural areas of the 
state and four were killed on 
city streets. Two of the bicyclists 
were killed in cities and one 
in a rural area accident. 
“We urge every parent and 
driver to help lower toe tragie 
number of our school age child­ 
ren killed in traffic during the 
summer vacation ueriod,” Col- 
Waggoner said. “Even though 
a boy or girl ha- reached he 
legal driving age. strict paren­

"Bet it is also a fact that many people regard the law 
not as their protection but as an interference with 
-their freedom to do as they please. This it is, of 
'COurse, but for the common good. 
There may be the value of a badly needed reminder, 
therefore, in the 100.000 Law Day programs sponsored 
this year by more than 1,200 separate committees in 
aflj parts of the country.

Pipefitters Demand Payment 
for Taking Apart and Remak­ 
ing Arsenal Equipment Pro­ 
duced by Members of Four 
Other Unions 
WASHINGTON. D. C. — An 
“exceptionally secret” labora­ 
tory is being constructed at a 
southwest U.S. arsenal. I have 
been asked not to discuss the 
nature of its eventual experi­ 
ments. But I can rej>ort that 
the lab, when completed, will 
have 32 complex sterilizers as 
vital parts of its equipment. 
These machines are produced 
as full units by the American 
Sterilizer Co. in Erie, Pa., and 
shipped in operational shape to 
the installation. 
But a union at the arsenal, 
the plumbers and pipefitters, 
now w’ant the intricate steriliz­ 
ers de-piped. They want to take 
the sensitive equipment apart 
by removing the already in­ 
stalled piping. They want these 
finished tubes then discarded. 
They want to make — fabricate 
— new pipes and then reinstall 
the pieces in the sterilizers. 
Similar demands have been 
made at Air Force bases, mis­ 
sile testing stations, and hospit­ 
als — just to mention a few 
involving the public’s money. 
Recently I reported that West 
Coast plumbers and pipefitters 
has asked for removal of steril­ 
izer machine piping at the San 
Diego County Hospital. 
California’s Governor Edmund 
Brown, on reading the column, 
asked his State Industrial Re­ 
lations Dept, to look into the 
conflict there. It did. It found 
that the dispute has been set­ 
tled shortly after the column 
appeared. 
Then the Governor graciously 
WTote me the following: 
“Your article on the plumbers’ 
demands was referred to the 
Director of Industrial Relations 
for a report. 
“ Enclosed find 
a 
copy 
of 
such report. I give this to you 
without comment, but I want 
you to know’ that 1 am deeply 
interested in trying to be fair 
to both employer and employee 
in the State. Sincerely.” 
It is good of the Governor 
to send along the report, which 
had news in it of the settle­ 
ment. But other sections of the 
nation are not as fortunate in 
developing such speedy settle­ 
ments. Therefore the public be­ 
comes involved In the plumbers' 
strange demands. 
It seems to me the public 
has its 
place 
alongside 
the 
other parties. 
In the first place the direct 
impact of the plumbers’ and 
pipefitters’ demands, 
if won. 
forces higher costs for defense 
and provokes delays. The pub­ 
lic's cost of keeping healthy 


rises, too. 
And for what 
reason? 
The 
machines come from the Ameri­ 
can Sterilizer Co. plant, which 
is heavily unionized by the In­ 
ternational Assen. of Machinists, 
the pattern makers, the foundry 
workers, and the unaffiliated 
American Sterilizer Industrial 
Union. The first 
three 
labor 
units are members of the AFL- 
CIO. 
Now we find that locals of 
another 
AFL-CIO 
union, 
the 
plumbers and pipefitters, w'ant 
to remove the work done by 
three brother unions. Therefore 
there certainly is no question 
of handling union-made goods. 
This then becomes simply an 
issue of increasing the work and 
pay of regional pipefitters. If 
the pipefitters win the issue, 
they actually determine the na­ 
ture of production at the original 
steriizer plant. 
The machines would have to 
be stripped of the piping in­ 
serted by skilled union men at 
home. The bare machine would 
have to be shipped along with 
blueprints. Many of these steril­ 
izers differ slightly 
from 
the 
others. 
Since 
the 
blueprints 
would be new to the local pipe­ 
fitters, the work be slower than 
at the home plant — even if 
sembled exactly 
as 
it would 
have been made in Erie. 
If the company did agree to 
strip its machines it certainly 
would not guarantee the per­ 
fection of work done elsewhere 
by men whose basic skills are 
not 
the reading 
of sterilizer 
blueprints. Therefore the ma­ 
chines would not have a guaran­ 
tee 
and the 
government 
and 
hospital directors would not use 
them. Special settlements there­ 
fore 
have been made between 
contractors — who buy the ster­ 
ilizers and install them — and 
the pipefitters. 
I 
find that V. 
F. Lechner, 
American Sterilizer Co. presi­ 
dent, out it 
most 
forcefully 
when he told me: 
“Hosptials 
throughout 
the 
country are making strides in 
reducing waste and increasing 
efficiency in order to bring to 
the patient the best possible 
care at a reasonable charge. 
“Action of the plumbers union 
tends to negate these costs re­ 
duction efforts, and would place 
additional burden on the hospit­ 
als and the community.’ 
And. of course, any such in­ 
crease in costs of health and 
defense is an Increase In the 
cost of living of millions of 
union families.

Thirty of the num­ 
ber lost their lives in rural ar­ 
eas of the state, outside cities 
with more than 10,000 popula­ 
tion, and six were killed on 
city streets.” 
Patrol records show the death 
toll of schoo] children during 
the summer last year included 
seven drivers, 17 passengers in 
motor vehicles, nine pedestrians 
and three bicycle riders. 
Three of the young traffic vic­ 
tims last summer were drivers 
less than 16 years old. 
The 
youngest driver killed was only

a parked car. A 15 year old 
driver was killed when a trucx 
he was driving crashed into an 
automobie at an intersection. 
The truck was demolished and

damages. The third underage 
driver was 14 years old. He 
was operating a farm tractor 
on a state highway which is 
not forbidden by Missouri traf­ 
fic regulations. He was killed 
instantly when the tractor went 
out of control and overturned. 
Five 0f the nine young pedes­ 
trians killed last summer lost 
their lives in rural areas of the 
slate and four were killed on 
city streets. Two of the bicyclists 
were killed in cities and one 
in a rural area accident. 
“We urge every parent and 
driver to help lower the tragic 
number of our school age child­ 
ren killed in traffic during the 
summer vacation oeriod,” Col- 
W aggoner said. “Even though

tal supervision of the use of the 


family car should prevail, and 
certainly 
younger 
chil d r e n 
should be taught traffic safety at 
home.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Kennedy is quite discouraged 
over any hope of getting the 
United States and Russia to - 
gether on a nuclear test ban. 
But he believes it so important 
to stop the nuclear race that 
he was glad to join with the 
British in one more attempt to 
probe the situation with Prem ­ 
ier Khrushchev. 
The President’s discourage - 
ment results from confidential 
cables from the American Em­ 
bassy in Moscow, plus the re­ 
ports of Americans who have 
talked with Khrushchev recent­ 
ly. 
One 
American 
who 
knows 
Khrushchev and who spent six 
hours with him at the Black 
Sea came back to report that 
the 
atmospnere 
had 
changed 
completely from the relaxed sit­ 
uation which he found one year 
go. 
Khrushchev reported to this 
American that he had been led 
to believe 
President 
Kennedy 
would accept three inspections 
per year on Soviet soil to see 
w’hether Russia had fired any 
nuclear weapons, and that he, 
Khrushchev, had urged that this 
be accepted. 
He had experienced great dif­ 
ficulty putting this across with 
his Security Council, Krhush- 
chev explained. 
Many 
of 
its 
members had argued that Ken­ 
nedy wouldn’t accept three in­ 
spections, and that if Russia ac­ 
cepted this number the United 
States would then demand five. 
And if Russia agreed to five 
the United States would demand 
seven. 
However, Khrushchev s a i d , 
his views prevailed and he got 
approval of the plan to go for 
three inspections. 
Then the Americans behaved 
exactly as his Security Council 
warned him. They refused the 
three inspections and bargained 
for seven.

Dean, a law partner of the 
late John Foster Dulles and the 
man who conducted the tough 
Panmunjon negotiations in Ko­ 
rea. has been a sincere and per- 
servering believer in reaching 
a nuclear agreement with the 
soviet. 
Kuznetsov, 
wTho 
studied 
at 
Carnegie Tech in Pittsburgh, has 
also impressed Americans as a 
sincere believer in a nuclear 
agreement and in peace between 
the United States and Russia. 
Talking in New York last Jan­ 
uary, 
Ambassador Dean told 
Kuznetsov that he believed Pres­ 
ident 
Kennedy 
would 
accept 
three inspections per year on 
Soviet soil. Whether he said Ken­ 
nedy would 
accept three 
or 
“about three,” is not known. At 
any rate. Kuznetsov got the im­ 
pression 
first 
that Dean was 
definitely talking for Kennedy 
and second that three tests would 
be acceptable, and he so report­ 
ed to Khruschev in Moscow. 
Dean has since retired as 
Disarmament Chief, and though 
a Republican, he remains on 
good terms with the Kennedy 
Administration. 
If a 
mistake 
w as made, it was an honest mis­ 
take, and one of misinterpreta­ 
tion. Unquestionably, however, 
this and the argument which en­ 
sued inside the Kremlin, have 
set back the chances ol a nu­ 
clear test ban for some time.

who talked to Khrushchev re­ 
ported the conversation back to 
the 
President, 
Kennedy 
re­ 
marked that the hard line in 
Moscow had generated a further 
hard line in Washington. 
He referred to the opposition 
in Congress to any test ban with 
Russia.

test ban ratified by the Senate 
if he goes below seven inspec­ 
tions per year.

WASHINGTON. D. C. - An 
“ exceptionally secret” 
labora­ 
tory is being constructed at a 
southwest U.S. arsenal. I have 
been asked not to discuss the 
nature of its eventual experi­ 
m ents. But I can report that 
the lab, when completed, will 
have 32 complex sterilizers as 
vital parts of its equipment. 
These m achines are pr<<duced 
as full units by the American 
Sterilizer Co. in Erie, Pa., and 
shipped in operational shaj** to 
the in tallation. 
But a union at the arsenal, 
the 
plum bers 
and pipefitters, 
now want the intricate steriliz­ 
ers de-piped. They want to take 
the sensitive equipment apart 
by removing tile already 
in­ 
stalled piping. They want these 
finished tubes then discarded. 
They want to make — fabricate 
— new pipes and then reinstall 
the pieces in the sterilizers. 
Similar dem ands have been 
m ade at Air Force bases, m is­ 
sile testing stations, and hospit­ 
als — just to mention a few 
involving the public’s money. 
Recently I reported dial West 
Coast plum bers and pipefitters 
has asked for removal of steril­ 
izer m achine piping at Hie San 
Diego County Hospital. 
California's Governor Edmund 
Brown, on reading the column, 
asked his State Industrial Re­ 
lations Dept, to look into the 
conflict there. It did. It found 
that the dispute has been set­ 
tled shortly after the column 
appeared. 
Then the Governor graciously 
wrote m e the following: 
“ Your article on the plum bers’ 
dem ands was referred to the 
D irector of Industrial Relations 
for a report. 
“ Enclosed find

such report. I give this to you 
without com m ent, but I want 
you to know’ that I am deeply 
interested in trying to bt fair 
to both em ployer and employee 
rn the State.
